FIRE POLICE HOLD 


ANNUAL MEETING 


OFFICERS WERE ELECTED FOR 


THE ENSUING YEAR. 


During the Year Just Ended the De 


part merit Has Responded to Seventy 
Eight Calls—The Financial Report 
Shows a Clean Bill to Be(.,in the 
Year On—The Membership. 


At the forty-sixth annual meeting 


of the Janesville fire police held last 
evening at the East Side Fire sta- 
tion, the following officers for the en 
suing year were elected: F. L,. Clem 
mons, captain; George M. McKey, 
first lieutenant, Dr. W. H. Palmer, 
second lieutenant; E. B. Heimstreet, 
secretary; S. C. Burnham, treasurer; 
George D. Simpson, steward. 


The annual report of the organiza- 


tion was also presented. 
During 


the year just ended they have re- 
sponded to 78 calls, 52 of which were 
for fires and 26 for the ambulance. 
Of the fire calls 32 were for actual 
fires, of whicn number nine were ex- 
tinguished by the use of chemicals, 
no water being used, and chemicals 
were used in 18 fires. :During the 
year 40 chemicals were used. 


Of the 9 fires put out by the patrol 


6 were in stores or residences, where 
if water had been used, there would 
have been quite a large loss, and hun- 
dreds of dollars were saved in this 
way alone. 
The 
company in re- 


sponding to ambulance calls have 
been of such am that they feel amply 
repaid for their work in ihis direction. 
The ambulance outfit was reported in 
good condition, as were also the flre 
line, and' the wagon and apparatus 
necessary for the same. 


The financial report of the company 


showed that at the end of 1899 the ex- 
penses were $1545.42 more than the 
receipts. 
For 1900 the receipts were 


$1,067.70 and the expenditures ?!,- 
079.81, leaving a shortage of $12.11 
which the members made up at the 
meeting, thus giving them a clean 
start for 1901. 


In the fire police Janesville has an 


organization second to none in the 
country. 
The members are all bus- 


iness men of the city who maintain 
the outfit from the insurance tax. 
The entire equipment is the personal 
property of the organization. 
The 


city pays the keeping of the team 
and furnishes charters for the outfit. 
The driver's salary and all of the 
other expenses are borne by the com- 
pany. 


A telephone call to the East Side 


engine house will always bring the 
wagon for ambulance purposes. 


Secretary Heimstreet is the.oldest 


member of the company he having 
joined in 1875, and has been an active 
member since that time.

The plea is made in 
the 'brief that the collection of duties 
was, in-the circumstances, a violation 
of the -constitution of tho United States, 
ae l>y the terms of the Paris treaty 
the Island of Porto.Rico became a 'por- 
tion of the United States. The brief 
lays down the following propositions 
as the basis of the appellant's conten- 
tions: 


"The 
constitution 
of 
the -United 


States reaches over every portion of the 
national domain, whether in the form 
of states, territories, or districts, be- 
cause this constitution provides for ter- 
ritories as well as for states. 


Cannot Impose Dulles. 


"The President of the United States 


is an executive officer only. His impo- 
sition by executive orders of customs 
duties on commerce between the Island 
of Porto Rico and other parts of the 
United States, after the treaty of peace 
and the exchange of ratifications, is 
unauthorized and void. A government 
•without limitations was never intended 
by the founders of the nation. 
They 


Bought to establish and did establish 
a constitutional republic which fur- 
nishes a written guarantee of protec- 
tion to all of its inhabitants. The idea 
'that in one part a republican govern- 
ment exists and in another part an 
•unlimited despotism is repugnant to the 
theory upon which the government was 
bounded." 


In the brief in the Downes case the 


attorney asks: 


"If the Paris treaty did not make 


•Porto Rico a part of the United States 
how could the Congress of the United 
States he vested with the right to legis- 
late for it and to determine the civil 
rights and political status of its native 
inhabitants?' " 


Replying to his own question, Mr. 


Coudert says: 


"The Congress of the United States 


Is not invested by the constitution, and 
cannot, therefore, be invested by treaty 
with the power to legislate for a for- 
eign country." 


8ngge«ta Constitution 1 Amomiment. 
Mr. Coudert also suggests the possi- 


bility of an amendment to the constitu- 
tion, saying: 


"If thei people of the United States 


deem it expedient that the additional 
powers exercised by their temporary 
agents should be approved and should 
be continued to their successors, the 
people can so ordain. A constitutional 
amendment, if demanded by the people, 
can be presented in Congress and rati- 
fied by the legislature in less time than 
it will take this court to unravel and 
determine the momentous questions in- 
volved in this case. If a revolution in 
our method of government and in the 
principles ior which this government 
stands is to be made, it should be made 
'by the power which is at the base of 
all government—the people—for whose 
benefit the government is made.
